Made in the United States and made by hand as 
carefully as the originals were, these wall-papers have 
the modern advantages of being color-fast and wash- 
able. They are a type of design difficult to find, and 
specially desirable for the small American house of 
today. Each paper is reproduced first in its original 
colors and then in other lovely color combinations, 
so different from the usual commercial papers that 
they have aroused enthusiastic approval. 

Wall-papers of this type were good in our grand- 
mother's day, and they will be good for generations 
to come. We shall add to them continually as we 
discover other designs of the same character that are 
worthy of being included in the list.

SHELLS IN THE ARCHWAY 



From the General Henry Knox Mansion in Thomaston, Maine. 



General Knox served under George Wash- 
ington as first Secretary of War, and in 1796 
built his home in Thomaston, planning the 
rooms around a large square hall. In 1838 
alterations were carried out involving the 



installation of a new staircase and two niches 
in this hall. When further changes were 
made only a few years ago, and the plaster 
was removed from these niches, the shell 
paper was discovered beneath the plaster. It 
had evidently hung there, plastered over, for 
at least a hundred years. 

Simple Ionic columns flank the archway in 
this design. A grape vine with clusters of 
pendant grapes clings above the arch; piled 
below it are shells of various descriptions. 
The paper is an original and interesting de- 
sign to use in the hallways of American 
houses.
